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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (page 1 0), filed 6/29/2008, with respect to 
claims 1, 3-9, 16 and 17 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of claims 1, 3-9, 16 and 17 has been withdrawn since these claims have been 
cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 18-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

* All rejected claims have been cancelled; 

* The newly added claims include allowable subject matters; 

* The present invention provides a new method, apparatus and computer 
readable medium for image processing, which controls the data size after compression 
not to re-input an image, and suppresses image deterioration after compression can be 
provided (specification, page 1 1 , lines 8-12). 

Particularly, the new method, apparatus and computer readable medium 
comprise the following features, which the prior art taken either singly or in combination 
does not teach: 

- a first control step... in said compression step; a second control step... the 
image property information (see independent claim 18); 

- first control means... by said compression means; second control means... the 
image property information (see independent claim 27); 
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- a first control procedure... in said compression procedure; second control 
procedure... the image property information (see independent claim 28).
